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Six Irish ~ 
People Claim 
Big Estate 


T least eighteen months or two 
A years are expected to elapse 
before ‘‘Mike’’ O'Neill's 
nearest relatives will be able to 
establish their claim to the million 
dollars estate left by him when he 
died in an Arizona hospital on April 
6th last. 

As exclusively announced in yes- 
terday’s Trish. J'imes, a world-wide 
search, which ended in a remote 
County Clare district, has now re- 
sulted in the location of six next- 
of-kin. At the. time of his death, 
rumour had it that ‘* Mike” . had 
willed all his property to the 
Catholic Church, but no will was 
found. The rich uranium deposits, 
contained in the twenty mining 
claims, of which this picturesque 
Irish pioneer , prospector was sole 
owner, are likely to pass to his 
County Clare next-of-kin, 

At first it was believed that they 
all lived in the Kilrush, County 
Clare, district, but it now trans- 
pires that a nephew is at present 
working in England. On his in- 
structions, and the instructions of 
the remaining five, who live at 
Doonbeg, Moyaste, Kilrush, County 
Clare, .their Irish and American 
Jawyers are now instituting the 
legai proceedings, or formalities, 
necessary to establish their claim. 

Three of the lixely beneficiaries 
living at Kilrush are children—a 
son and two daughters—of a brother 
who ill áiémd “Mike” by only 
seventeen days. The other two— 
a son and a daughter—are children 
of another brother. 


RICH DEPOSITS 


Although “ Mike” spent most of 
his long years in the United States 
mining for uranium, there was a 
time—shortly after he emigrated in 
1904—wiien he engaged in small- 
time ranching at Redvale, Colorado, 
with a brother who came out from 
Ireland to join him. There, until 
his. brother's death seven years 
later, he worked hard to improve 
their small tract of land (40 acres), 
but around 1911 the old mining 
fever seems to have gripped him 
again, and we hear of him prospect- 
ing in the Utah ‘ Bull Pen’’ dis- 
trict. In fact, it was by trading 
his Redvale ranch that ‘‘ Mike’ 
first secured the mining interests

In Finland the Soviets are said 
to have attacked in the Louhi sector, 
following a heavy artillery barrage 
and with the support of numerous 
"planes. The town itself lies mid- 
way between Kem and Kandalaksha, 
at a key i for controlling the 
Leningrad-Mufmansk traffic. This 
sector has lain dormant for over a 
year. 

Referring directly for the first time 
to the operations threatening Pol- 
tava, Captain Sertorius, the German

night that on Thursday the Red 
Army employed fresh troops and 
material to increase pressure south- 
east of Kharkov, as well as west of 
the city, in the direction of Poltava. 
“In very fierce fighting,” he said,

Air fighting on a scale seldom 
paralleled in Russia is now taking 
place. In efforts to achieve local air 
mastery, the Luftwaffe is switching 
formations from one sector to 
another, but continuous bombing 
attacks against German aerodromes 
is forestailing this strategy. Above 
the Kharkov and Bryansk fronts air 
battles are being fought out from 
dawn to dusk. In one surprise swoop 
on a Kharkov aerodrome Russian 
bombers ‘destroyed or damaged 45 
German "planes. 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
said ig a ay 2 August our 
troops in the Kharkov front, over- 
coming enemy resistance and coun- 
ter-attacks, continued their offensive, 
and, advancing on some sectors 5 to 
10 kilometres (5 to 64 miles), occu- 
pied over 20 inhabited localities, in- 
cluding the town of Lebedin. 

“In the Bryansk direction and in 
the area south-west of Spas Demensk 
our forces were engaged in battles, 
as a result of which they improved 
their positions.
